Dolphin 
pub site 
housing 
proposed 

THE former site of an ar¬ 
son-hit pub is set to finally 
be transformed into homes 
as plans go before coun¬ 
cil chiefs after years in the 
pipeline. 

The Dolphin Inn in Go- 
scote Lane went up in 
flames in 2006 - and since 
then plans have repeatedly 
stalled to develop the land 
however nothing has got off 
the ground. The pub was de¬ 
molished soon after the fire 
and proposals were origi¬ 
nally drawn up for an apart¬ 
ment block to be built there. 

But 18 houses are now 
earmarked for there instead 
under the fresh plans which 
go before the council today. 
Members of the Walsall 
Council planning committee 
have been recommended to 
approve the plans. 

The site of the old pub 
which is at the junction of 
Goscote Lane and Slacky 
Lane had become a target 
for vandals and fly-tippers. 

The land has attracted 
yobs who used bricks from 
the former pub as missiles 
to hit drivers. 

The fire in December 2006 
destroyed 90 per cent of the 
roof and left the building 
unsafe. The pub was closed 
at the time. Council officers 
have backed the plans, but 
have raised concerns about 
the amount of noise resi¬ 
dents of the new properties 
would be exposed to. 

Crowds pay 
war tribute 

THE milestone anniver¬ 
sary of the outbreak of the 
First World War was com¬ 
memorated by thousands of 
people across Walsall in the 
largest Remembrance Sun¬ 
day crowds for many years. 

More than 2,000 men, 
women and children at¬ 
tended a service and 
wreath-laying ceremony 
at the cenotaph in Walsall 
town centre, marking 100 
years since hostilities broke 
out. The borough mayor 
Councillor Pete Smith led 
the annual civic procession.

GROWING COSTS 
OF ALLOTMENTS 


THE costs of growing your own pro¬ 
duce is likely to go up for Walsall res¬ 
idents as council cash to help run al¬ 
lotments is facing cutbacks. 

There are more than 1,000 allotment plots 
dotted across the borough, which are in high 
demand from residents wanting to use them, 
but there are now fears of rent increases 


Tthe level of grants allot¬ 
ment associations receive 
from Walsall Council is to be 
reduced by £10,360 from its 
current £27,580 allocation 
in a bid to save the author¬ 
ity cash. 

Cash-strapped council 
chiefs have admitted the 
move could lead to a dete¬ 
rioration of sites, but say 
the move is being looked 
at as part of plans to make 
£86 million savings over the 
next four years - forcing it 
to claw back money. 

The reduction in grants 
means associations could be 
forced to increase rents, use 
reserves or reduce invest¬ 
ment unless other external 
cash is sought. 

Worried 

Walsall Council works in 
partnership with six allot¬ 
ment associations across 
24 sites. The grant is dis¬ 
tributed across the associ¬ 
ations depending on plots. 
David Coxson, secretary of 
the Beechtree, Greenfields, 
Pheasey and Wimperis As¬ 
sociation, said they had al¬ 
ready been hit by grant cuts. 

“We pre-empted this 
would happen last year 
when the council started 
talking about cuts. We have 
had a £3,757.50 grant this 
September, but last year 
we got that much in April 
and October, so they have 
already cut our grant by 50 
per cent.” Mr Coxson, aged 
74, added: “We are really

worried about any more 
cuts. It will force us to put 
our rents up. 

“We already need to spend 
more than £15,000 on fenc¬ 
ing to secure the Greenfields 
allotments. It is not looking 
good for the future. Is this 
what the council wants? To 
force allotments to close be¬ 
cause people won’t be able 
to afford the rent.” 

Walsall Council currently 
provides 1,373 allotment 
plots on 34 sites in the bor¬ 
ough. Most allotments are 
run by associations. 

There is high demand for 
spaces and two years ago fig¬ 
ures showed there were 152 
people queuing for a plot on 
one of 10 council-managed 
sites. 

A budget proposal report 
to the council states: “Long¬ 
term reduction of grants 
could lead to an increase in 
rents, the need for more vig¬ 
ilance in site monitoring and 
support being sought from 
the council to access outside 
funding. 

“It is important Walsall 
Council continues to sup¬ 
port and invest in allotment 
provision, as allotments 
provide space for improv¬ 
ing health and wellbeing 
in terms of improved diet, 
exercise and nutrition, and 
as a social space, enabling 
them to share skills and re¬ 
duce isolation.”

A NEW flag representing Willenhall 
has been officially raised in a special 
ceremony. Ex-serviceman Arthur Ut¬ 
ley, aged 91, from Short Heath, who 
took part in the Normandy landings, 
was given the honour of running the 
standard up the flagpole above Willen¬ 
hall library, which will be its perma¬ 
nent base now. 

Visitors from Willenhall’s twin town 
of Drancy in France were among spe¬ 
cial guests at the launch. 

The red and blue flag, featuring pad¬ 
locks and keys - reflecting the town’s 
leading part in the lock manufacturing 
industry, was chosen from 68 entries 


in a competition organised by commu¬ 
nity website willenhallaywe.co.uk. 

A panel of judges picked the best six 
and left it to the public to choose their 
favourite. The flag, designed by Adam 
Leonard, has since been officially reg¬ 
istered with the Flag Institute. 

A plaque on the front of the building 
recording the achievement and com¬ 
memoration ceremony was unveiled 
by Councillor Peter Smith, Mayor of 
Walsall. A flag was also presented to 
the French visitors. 

Afterwards, the party enjoyed a 
buffet in the upstairs section of the 
library, where the Willenhall Council 


used to meet when it was an urban 
authority. The French guests included 
Michel Lastapis, Dancy’s deputy 
mayor, Luisa Pilmannl, a council¬ 
lor for women’s rights, Stephane 
Bouthors, chairman of the Drancy 
Twinning Committee, and Michele 
Servais, committee treasurer. 

Competition organiser Kalie Plant 
said: “This was the final piece in the 
jigsaw. A flag has got to be flown and 
it needs an official home, now it has 
got one,” she added. “It’s taken a year 
from start to finish, and a lot of hard 
work along the way, so it was great to 
see the flag finally flying.” 


Jemma in 
business 
hopes for 
the future 

SHE may have missed out 
on being Lord Sugar’s in¬ 
vestment partner, but Jem¬ 
ma Bird from Aldridge is 
pushing ahead with her own 
business plans. 

The 27-year-old was 
booted off The Apprentice 
last Thursday, but it has 
failed to dampen her en¬ 
thusiasm.

£850k bOOSt 

for schools 

SCHOOLS in Walsall have 
scooped more than £850,000 
of Government funding 
to transform PE lessons. 
Seventy-seven maintained 
schools along with 14 acad¬ 
emies in the borough have 
got a slice of £17 million. 

A total of £850,070 has 
gone to schools including 
Hillary Primary School, in 
Pleck. Others to benefit in¬ 
clude Leighswood School, in 
Aldridge, Park Hall Junior 
Academy and Ryders Hayes 
Community School, in Pel- 
sall. 
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Property-buying help boost for town 


THE number of people in Walsall 
who could benefit from the help 
to buy scheme when purchasing a 
home could double in the next 12 
months, according to a councillor. 

So far almost 250 people in the 
area have been given help through 
the scheme. The latest statistics 
published by England Housing Min¬ 
ister Brandon Lewis has revealed 
that across the UK, 54,000 home 


owners have received assistance 
through the project that helps peo¬ 
ple to get on the property ladder 
with a smaller deposit than usual. 

In Walsall, a total of 248 people 
have so far become home owners 
through the scheme and Councillor 
Mike Bird called it a ‘fantastic suc¬ 
cess.’ He said: “It is great news that 
this scheme has helped so many 
people in the borough, especially 


in places like Leamore where it has 
been a fantastic success.” 

He added: “We are looking at 
other areas where we will be able to 
help people to become home owners 
rather than renters. When you look 
at the cost of a mortgage through 
this scheme it is less than rent.” 

Housing Minister Brandon Lewis 
said: “The figures clearly demon¬ 
strate the continuing success of the 


help to buy in supporting creditwor¬ 
thy, hardworking people who want 
to buy a home of their own.” More 
than 39,000 households bought 
new-built properties through the 
Equity Loan and NewBuy options 
and 15,000 households buying 
through the Mortgage Guarantee. 

Around eight out of 10 sales went 
to first time buyers creating thou¬ 
sands of new home owners. 


Hundreds remember 
fallen at cenotaph 


THEY came in their hun¬ 
dreds, from the veterans 
who had seen war with 
their own eyes, to school- 
children learning about 
conflict for the first time. 

Young and old stood shoulder 
to shoulder in poignant ceremo¬ 
nies to mark 100 years since the 
start of the First World War. 

Walsall’s mayor paid tribute to 
the large numbers of people who 
attended the town’s Remembrance 
Day ceremony and lined the pa¬ 
rade route. Crowds broke out into 
spontaneous applause as the civic 
procession made its way back to the 
council house to take the salute. 

Councillor Pete Smith said: “It 
was a tremendous turnout, the best 
for many years. At the cenotaph 
there was a sea of people as far as 
you could see. We expected bigger 
numbers given the 100th anniver¬ 
sary but this was special, particu¬ 
larly as there were many other 
services going on at the same time.” 

The open air service was ampli¬ 
fied so that the larger-than-usual 
crowds could all hear. A sign lan¬ 
guage interpreter also relayed the 
service to those hard of hearing. 

The Bishop of Wolverhampton, 
the Right Reverend Clive Gregory, 
addressed the congregation at this 
year’s important service, while the 
hymn-singing was led by members 
of St. Paul’s Church. A bugler from 
The Staffordshire Band sounded 
The Last Post before a rifle salute 
by members of the Mercian Reg¬ 
iment marked the beginning and 
the end of the two minutes’ silence. 

Following the Reveille, Council¬ 
lor Smith led the laying of wreaths. 
He later took the salute outside the 
Council House accompanied by a 
mace bearer and standard bearers 
from the Royal British Legion. 

The Walsall Sea Cadets provided 
a guard of honour for dignitaries 
from the council, local police, fire 
and ambulance services, veterans’ 
groups, clubs and societies. Similar 
services were held at Bloxwich, Pel- 
sall, Willenhall, Aldridge, Walsall 
Wood, Darlaston, Moxley, Brown- 
hills, Short Heath, Clayhanger, 
Portobello and Streetly.

Death of diabetic followed treatment error 


A PATIENT with type 2 diabetes 
whose blood sugar level dropped 
low died at Walsall Manor Hospital 
after being wrongly treated, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Retired carpenter Dennis Heath, 
aged 87, had health complications 
and died on June 14 after falling 
into a coma from which he did not 
recover. Staff had given him treat¬ 
ment that was more suited for type 
1 diabetes, a different form of the 
condition. He had been taken to the 
hospital twice in May in a confused 
state from his home, in Old Vicar¬ 
age Close, Pelsall, after concerns 
that he may have suffered a stroke. 


The hearing was told while he was 
in the hospital his blood sugar fell to 
a score of four and he was given an 
insulin drip overnight on June 13. 

But Mr Heath developed low 
blood sugar complications as a re¬ 
sult and died the next day. 

At the hearing held at Smethwick 
Council House last Friday, patholo¬ 
gist Dr Iqbal Desai gave the cause 
of death as pneumonia; low blood 
sugar complications and a stroke 
resulting from a blockage in the 
vessels supplying blood to the brain. 

Mr Heath’s daughter Glenys 
Povey, a greengrocer, told the in¬ 
quest the family had concerns 


over his treatment. In a narrative 
conclusion Black Country coroner 
Zafar Siddique said: “He had high 
levels of protein in his cerebral fluid 
and later an insulin drip was com¬ 
menced on a sliding scale. His blood 
sugar was four. With regards to 
this there was a failure to escalate 
this to a doctor earlier - the insulin 
would have been addressed sooner.” 

Mr Siddique said he was satisfied 
on balance of probabilities with the 
cause of death given by Dr Desai. 

After the hearing Mrs Povey said 
she will be writing to trust bosses 
with her concerns about her fa¬ 
ther’s care. 


Winnick 
in call on 
doubters 
to shut up 

VETERAN politician Da¬ 
vid Winnick has challenged 
Labour rebels to ‘shut up 
or get out’ amid claims 20 
shadow ministers are poised 
to call on Ed Miliband to 
quit. 

Senior figures are ready 
to strike if former home sec¬ 
retary Alan Johnson signals 
he is prepared to step into 
the breach, according to 
reports. Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin has been named 
in reports as being among 
those who have called for 
Mr Miliband to go but he 
has not confirmed whether 
this is the case. 

But Walsall North MP Mr 
Winnick said: “I don’t know 
if anyone in the Parliamen¬ 
tary Labour Party is respon¬ 
sible for this nonsense. 

“If there are one or two 
Labour MPs who are spread¬ 
ing mischief, the message is 
clear: shut your nonsense or 
get out.” 

However, Mr Winnick did 
feel the revolt against Ed 
Milliband was not without 
its benefits. Mr Winnick 
said: “One good thing has 
emerged from all of this, 
and it is that it will unite the 
party who will rally round 
him, and across the country 
Labour activists, councillors 
and other party members 
will be working hard to get 
him elected next May.” 

work to start 
on cinema 

WORK is expected to start 
on a new cinema complex 
in Walsall in the coming 
weeks, it has been revealed. 

The Vue cinema in Lit¬ 
tleton Street, next to Tesco, 
will create more than 200 
jobs. Developers said a deal 
was expected to be com¬ 
pleted with contractors in 
the next three weeks, to 
open the way for work. 

The cinema will fit in with 
the long-term £400m Giga- 
port scheme which aims to 
create a business and office 
corridor through the heart 
of the borough. There are 
also plans for a cinema at 
Walsall Waterfront.

IT has created dozens of new jobs in a £1.5 
million investment in the Black Country. 

So when a new 44,000 square feet dis¬ 
count warehouse opened its doors for the 
first time in Walsall, it attracted two appar¬ 
ently prestigious visitors. 

But while the Kate and William who 
turned up at the JTF outlet may not have 
been quite what they seemed, the new site 
brought in hundreds of new shoppers who 
were eager to take a look around. 

The outlet has taken over empty units on 
the Bescot retail park, Walsall, and is the 
first to open in the Black Country. 


The company has 12 other branches in 
the UK and sells a variety of goods includ¬ 
ing clothing, furniture and DIY items. 

The firm primarily sells larger items in 
multi-packs at discounted rates. 

Two other JTF stores are located in the 
Midlands in Kidderminster and Tam worth. 

As well as Kate and William royal 
lookalikes Jodie Bredo and Andy Walker, 
representatives from the Midlands Air Am¬ 
bulance were also on hand to get customers 
to sign up to help the charity. 

Fundraising manager Sofia Voutianitis 
said: “Midlands Air Ambulance receives 


tremendous support from local businesses. 
Those relationships are absolutely crucial 
to us and they play a big part in enabling us 
to continue operating our life-saving service 
across the region. We’re proud to be contin¬ 
ually building new relationships with our 
corporate partners.” 

The retail park has more than 680 park¬ 
ing spaces and other businesses which oper¬ 
ate there include Matalan, McDonalds and 
Farmfoods. 

Walsall branch assistant general man¬ 
ager Richard Booton said: “We have had a 
really successful opening here.” 


Casualties on borough 
roads increase by 25pc 


THE number of people killed or seriously in¬ 
jured on Walsall’s roads increased by more 
than a quarter last year, new figures show. 

Figures released by the Department for Transport 
for 2013 revealed there were 81 people who were 
killed or seriously injured on the borough’s roads 
last year, compared to 63 the year before. 

Walsall Council leader 
Sean Coughlan spoke of his 
sadness at the increase but 
said he believes the switch¬ 
ing off of speed cameras by 
West Midlands Police in 
April last year has played a 


Man hurt 
at bonfire 

A MAN suffered a serious 
eye injury when a firework 
exploded at a rugby club 
bonfire event. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance service was called to 
Willenhall Rugby Football 
Club, Bognop Road, just be¬ 
fore 8pm on Friday. 

Paramedics were sent to 
the Essington club, and a 
spokesman for the service 
said: “On arrival, crews dis¬ 
covered one patient, a man 
in his 50s, who had suffered 
a significant eye injury after 
a firework exploded in his 
face. He was then taken to 
New Cross Hospital.” 

Club chairman Martyn 
Loach did not wish to com¬ 
ment on the incident.

part in the rise. 

“In the end, it is down to 
individual driver responsi¬ 
bility but at the time of the 
camera switch-off I remem¬ 
ber saying that there was 
the potential for accidents 
to increase once people got 
used to the fact the cameras 
were no longer there. 

“In Staffordshire, where 
they largely remain, the pic¬ 
ture is different. It is a sad 
indictment on our society.” 

The tragedies that year 
included the death of car 
driver Majid Hussain, 34, 
who died after a double 
decker bus and his Honda 
Jazz collided on the A34 Bir¬ 
mingham Road in July 2013. 

The following month an 
elderly woman suffered 
chest injuries and another 
person in the same vehi¬ 
cle suffered a back injury 
after two cars collided on 
the same road. They were 
treated at Walsall Manor 
Hospital. Firefighters had 
to cut the roofs off both ve¬ 
hicles to free those trapped 
inside following the smash. 

In Staffordshire, 165 
people were either killed or 
seriously injured compared 
to 221 in 2012 - a reduction 
of 56. It has been ranked 
the second safest county 
in the country after South 
Gloucestershire. 



Ghosts galore in old mining village

AFTER the spookiness of Halloween, 
the hunt is now on to find the ghost 
of a man who was killed in a mining 
disaster in Pelsall over 140 years ago. 

A walk through the village will take 
place on the anniversary of the trag¬ 
edy tomorrow. 

Twenty two men died when the Pel¬ 
sall Hall Colliery flooded on Novem¬ 
ber 14, 1872, as miners came across 
old unrecorded workings which were 
full of water. Some men were rescued 
when they clung to the bottom of the 


pit cage and were hauled to safety but 
the rest perished. 

Ghost walk organiser Lyn Brookes 
said: “Pelsall is quite a haunted village 
but this ghost in particular is of inter¬ 
est. The bodies were stored in what 
was then The Station Hotel, which 
was turned into a makeshift mortu¬ 
ary. It is a private house now but we 
can get close to it. Not far away, at the 
back of The Railway pub, is the place 
where the old railway line used to run, 
where a Victorian couple were run 


over by a train.” Accompanying her on 
the walk will be author Anita Bates, 
who wrote a book about the mining 
disaster. The walk will raise money 
for the MS Therapy Centre in Wolver¬ 
hampton which specialises in treating 
people with multiple sclerosis. 

Anita, whose 45-year-old son Chris¬ 
topher suffers from the condition, 
said: “It’s an excellent centre and de¬ 
serves lots of support.” Tickets, at £5 
a head, are on sale at The Olde Sweet 
Shop in Pelsall High Street.

Stephen’s mother 
picks up his MBE 

STEPHEN Sutton’s moth¬ 
er Jane has collected his 
posthumous MBE for the 
inspirational teenager’s 
charity work. The Burnt- 
wood 19-year-old accept¬ 
ed the honour before his 
death on May 14. 

Mrs Sutton said al¬ 
though he always said he 
did not want recognition 
for his charity work, he 
had acknowledged that to 
receive an MBE was ‘awe¬ 
some’. 

The teenager, who was 
diagnosed with bowel can¬ 
cer at 15, became a house¬ 
hold name as he helped 
raise £5million for the 
Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Firework goes 
off inside car 

A FIREWORK shot 
through the side window of 
a parked car in Willenhall 
and exploded, causing the 
windscreen to shatter. The 
incident, which happened 
last Thursday, is being 
treated as suspicious. 

Firefighters from Willen¬ 
hall were called to the Re¬ 
nault Clio which had been 
parked in Gipsy Lane at 
about 9.15pm. 

Crew commander Andy 
Howard said: “It shattered 
the windscreen when it ex¬ 
ploded and also burned the 
front seat.” 

Swimming pool 
closing to public 

THE main swimming pool 
at Walsall Gala Baths will 
be closed to the public 
later this month, bosses 
have warned. It is shutting 
to make way for various 
school swimming galas. 

The pool will be shut 
from 6pm on November 25 
until 4.30pm on December 
2. During the closure, the 
brine pool will remain open 
to the public and other 
non-pool based activities 
at the centre will continue.

Hit-run family criticise GBH charge 


A MAN has admitted GBH after a 
hit and run in Brownhills but the 
family of his seriously injured vic¬ 
tim say he should have faced more 
serious charges. 

John Thomason drove a van at 
42-year-old Gareth James and his 
friend Richard Vernon on the cor¬ 
ner of Hednesford Road and Wilkin 
Road in August. Mr James was 
badly injured and has still been un¬ 


able to return to work after suffer¬ 
ing a bleed on the brain. His friend 
suffered minor injuries. 

The 25-year-old admitted a 
charge of causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent to Gareth James 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 
He also admitted attempting to 
cause grievous bodily harm to Mr 
Vernon, driving while disqualified, 
dangerous driving and having no 


insurance. Thomason, of Thetford 
Road, Great Barr, had originally 
been charged with attempted mur¬ 
der but made his GBH plea after 
the case was reviewed by the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

Mr James’ sister Louise Edwards 
said the family were disappointed. 

She said: “Gareth is absolutely 
gutted and as a family we feel very 
let down. It is still very raw for us 


all. Gareth is slowly getting better, 
but he is frustrated at being off 
work. He has mobility problems and 
is having physiotherapy but it is a 
long drawn-out process and he still 
isn’t right.” 

Mr James works for baby equip¬ 
ment company Magrini in Walsall 
Wood. Thomason was remanded in 
custody and will be sentenced later 
this month. 


water sports centre 
may be sunk in cuts 


A WATER sports centre faces closure while 
outdoor adventure activities could be scaled 
back in a bid to save almost £100,000. 

The Outdoor Adventure Service which supported 
up to 5,000 people last year is to be scrapped under 
latest plans unveiled by Walsall Council. It current¬ 
ly runs the Sneyd Water Activities Centre and the 
Aldridge Airport Outdoor Activities Centre. 


The service has a focus 
on providing outdoor adven¬ 
ture for children and young 
people with disabilities. 

Walsall Council says the 
likely impact of removing 
the subsidy it provides to 
run the facilities is the clo¬ 
sure of Sneyd Watersports 
Centre and a major reduc¬ 
tion in outdoor adventure 
services, as well as the loss 
of two jobs.The centre at 
Aldridge would become a 
Behaviour Improvement 
Centre instead. 

Schools will also need to 
seek alternative locations 
with provisional discussions 
having taken place over the 
use of Chasewater. 

A report to the council 
said: “The provision of Out¬ 
door Adventure is not a stat¬ 
utory function. 

“The vast majority of the 
customers of the service 
are Walsall schools so clos¬ 
ing the service will lead to 
schools having to find an¬ 
other provider. 

“There are many alter¬ 
native providers across the 
West Midlands; however se¬ 
curing the level of disability 
specialism provided by the

current service will be dif¬ 
ficult. 

“A particular issue will 
be the cost of replacement 
provision - the current ser¬ 
vice has evolved to princi¬ 
pally service disabled young 
people, which requires 
significant investment in 
equipment and a far higher 
staff: 

It adds: “The construction 
of the Aldridge Airport Cen¬ 
tre was 100 per cent funded 
by the National Lottery 
(New Opportunities Fund); 
it was completed in 2007 at 
a cost of £1 million. 

“The grant agreement 
suggests that refocusing the 
centre as a Behaviour Im¬ 
provement Centre will not 
trigger any repayment of 
the grant.” 

Councillor Khizar Hus¬ 
sain, portfolio holder for 
community, leisure and 
culture, said: “It is well doc¬ 
umented that the council 
needs to save £86 million 
over the next four years and 
difficult decisions will have 
to be taken.”

£30m revamp of the site to cope with rising numbers of pa¬ 
tients. Youngsters who attend the event are also expected 
to receive a visit from Santa. The ward will help to provide 
extra space for patients to be transferred.

Academy praised on progress of students 


IMPROVEMENTS have been made at an 
academy in Walsall which fell into special 
measures earlier this year, according to a 
new report. 

Ormiston Shelfield Community Academy 
in Pelsall was put into special measures 
after it was judged as inadequate by Ofsted 
inspectors following an inspection in Jan¬ 
uary. The school in Broad Way was previ¬ 
ously rated as outstanding by the education 
watchdog after an inspection in 2011. 

According to a report published after 
a recent follow-up inspection, inspector 
Charalambos Loizou has judged that the 


academy is ‘making reasonable progress 
towards the removal of special measures’. 

He has recommended that the academy, 
which has more than 1,300 pupils on roll, 
does not seek to appoint newly-qualified 
teachers. 

During a monitoring inspection earlier 
this month, inspectors visited lessons, met 
with school leaders and an education ad¬ 
viser who is commissioned by the academy’s 
sponsor, Ormiston Academies Trust. 

They spoke to pupils and took account of 
parents’ views from surveys. 

The report said achievement improved 


significantly in mathematics and science in 
the national test results for 2014 but the 
percentage of pupils gaining GCSE grades 
A* to C in English declined compared with 
the previous year. 

Mr Loizou said: “Nonetheless, an in¬ 
creasing proportion of pupils are making or 
exceeding the expected rate of progress in 
most year groups in English, mathematics 
and science.” 

He said the academy’s leaders and staff 
had, rightly, prioritised extended writing as 
an area for improvement. The achievement 
of students in the sixth form is improving 


well, reflecting a more consistent approach 
to checking work and progress and more ef¬ 
fective teaching across subjects, according 
to the report. 

Inspectors found that lessons were in¬ 
creasing opportunities for pupils to ask 
questions and share ideas with other pu¬ 
pils that give them more confidence and 
self-assurance. Mr Loizou said: “Teachers 
are increasingly using assessments to plan 
lessons and tasks for pupils that build on 
their previous learning, although there are 
still lessons that lack sufficient challenge 
for the most able pupils.”

MARKET traders in Walsall have called for 
security guards to be re-introduced after a 
stallholder was seriously injured when he 
was struck in the face during an attack. 

The 37-year-old was assaulted outside Santander, 
in Park Street, after he was said to have confronted 
a man after advertising boards on a mobile phone 


Scores of 
complaints 
over care 

MORE than 130 complaints 
about adult social care were 
received by Walsall Council 
in a year, it has been re¬ 
vealed. The council received 
131 statutory complaints 
between April 2013 and 
March this year - up from 
123 the year before. 

The complaints included 
65 about access, assessment 
and care management, 10 
that were health-led and six 
about safeguarding issues. 

Around a quarter of the 
complaints related to com¬ 
munication, while there 
were 16 complaints about a 
lack of support and 10 about 
staff conduct. A total of 35 
per cent of the complaints 
were upheld. 

The figures came to light 
in a new report to the coun¬ 
cil’s social care and health 
scrutiny and performance 
panel. 

The council’s social care 
boss Councillor Diane 
Coughlan said: “Complaints 
are always going to come in 
but we don’t want people 
to be put off from raising 
concerns and making these 
complaints. If a complaint is 
upheld we will take action to 
make sure it doesn’t happen 
again.”

The victim, who is from 
West Bromwich, was taken 
to hospital for treatment 
and later discharged. 

Five men aged between 20 
and 23 were arrested by po¬ 
lice on suspicion of wound¬ 
ing and assault.

NAPOLEON once dismissed 
Britain as ‘a nation of shopkeep¬ 
ers. Well according to a rath¬ 
er new depressing survey into 
our towns and cities, the Black 
Country and its environs is now a 
region of bookies, pawnbrokers 
and kebab shops. 

Now, I really would like to be 
angry about the study by retail 
analysts Harper Dennis Hobbs, 
which ranks Dudley the worst 
of Britain’s 500 main shopping 
destinations, with Halesowen, 
Bilston and Rugeley faring only 
marginally better. However, it is 
surely only telling us what we 
already know. Indeed, judging 
from the public reaction to the 
study, the main bone of conten¬ 
tion among people in this area 
is how Wolverhampton, which 
comes in at a middling 262nd 
place in the survey, is not down 
there with them. 

Outraged civic leaders say the 
figures fail to take into account 
the many regeneration schemes 
lined up for their areas. But aside 
from the proposed new Deben- 
hams store at the Mander Cen¬ 
tre, which will hopefully give Wol¬ 
verhampton a boost, what else 
is in the pipeline to turn around 
these towns which persistently 
punch below their weight? Is a 
new market place in Dudley real¬ 
ly going to bring back the likes of 
Beatties? I doubt it. 

Admit 

Of course, it is unfair to lay 
all the blame at cash-strapped 
councils, which in reality do 
not have as much power as we 
would like to think over where 
retailers choose to locate. What 
would be nice, though, would be 
for our leaders to admit there is 
a problem, instead of indignantly 
protesting at the unfairness of it 
all. Talking up tourism really isn’t 
much help when it comes to the 
weekly shop. 

The one ray of hope is the 
Queen’s Square shopping cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich, which has 
breathed some life into the town 
by giving people what they want 
- large retail units with ample car 
parking, which are able to attract 
the big-name retailers. More 
please. 

I’m a Black Country lad, and 
I will always support my local 
town, whatever the surveys say. 
But I do this out of blind loyal¬ 
ty, in pretty much the same way 
that I will always support Aston 
Villa, even though, more often 
than not, this involves paying out 
for an experience which leaves 
me feeling deflated and disheart¬ 
ened. 

The trouble is, I suspect I am 
one of a dying breed, and this 
cannot bode well for the Black 
Country. Just as many young¬ 
sters today reject the dubious 
pleasures of supporting their un¬ 
derachieving local teams in fa¬ 
vour of watching the expensively 
assembled stars of Chelsea, 
Manchester City or United on tel¬ 
evision, how likely is it that many 
of them will continue to support 
the likes of our ailing towns and 
cities, when they can just hop on 
a train to Birmingham.

WHAT’S in a name? Well, plenty 
as it happens, particularly when 
it comes to the identity of the 
Black Country. 

Greater Birmingham is dead. 
Long live the West Midlands 
Combined Authority or Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country, the 
councillors haven’t figured that 
one out quite yet. 

Five councils have joined forc¬ 
es to work on matters that affect 
them all and take advantage of 
whatever new powers or fund¬ 
ing they might be offered by the 
Government. 

And the reason they have 
done it is because the Heart of 
England is in danger of becom¬ 
ing a squeezed middle. The 
south east is expanding. The 
northern towns and cities are 
teaming up. 

If the Black Country and Brum 
are to get any more than crumbs 
off the table they have to be 
pulling in the same direction. 
At least that’s the theory behind 
the long-running saga of Greater 
Birmingham. 

The problem was that every 
time some well-meaning person 
uttered it in the hope of drawing 
attention to the West Midlands, 
all it did was provoke a debate 
about identity. 

The use of Greater Birming¬ 
ham in any sort of marketing 
exercise did not result in nation¬ 
al newspapers writing how the 
West Midlands was on the up 
but how its various towns were 
up in arms about something the 
London elite found to be terribly 
quaint. But the Black Country is 
the Black Country. It won’t sim¬ 
ply be quietly absorbed. We ay 
Brummies. 

The name Greater Birming¬ 
ham was supposed to be about 
unity and solidarity. In fact it just 
turned out to be terribly divisive. 

The combined authority is 
nothing to really get hot under 
the collar about. No-one is sug¬ 
gesting a new layer of bureau¬ 
cracy or generous allowances 
for councillors. Nor are they 
planning on having yet more 
elections that barely anyone will 
bother turning out to vote in. 

But ever since the coalition 
parties and Labour promised 
Scotland far greater control over 
its own affairs, there has been a 
lot of talk about doing the same 
in England. 

That means whether it’s the 
Tories, Labour or another coali¬ 
tion featuring one or the other af¬ 
ter the General Election, some¬ 
thing has to exist in the West 
Midlands to take advantage of 
anything that’s on offer. 

We’re already playing catch 
up. Greater Manchester which 
has had one for a few years. 

Maybe that’s why the name 
Greater Birmingham seemed to 
roll off so many tongues. As a re¬ 
gion we need to get our swagger 
back and remember what a big 
deal we all are, particularly when 
we’re on the same side. 

Birmingham is bigger than 
Manchester. It’s the second city. 
It’s time for the West Midlands to 
show London we should be pri¬ 
ority number one.

OBESITY in the West Mid¬ 
lands is at a ‘tipping point’ as 
the cost to the public purse of 
‘inactivity’ in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire was put 
at almost £115 million a year. 

A summit of health profession¬ 
als, businesses and others has 
been held to try to tackle the cri¬ 
sis. 


The estimated annual ‘cost of in¬ 
activity’ in Walsall alone is put at 
£21.9m. 

The costs are for treating obese and 
overweight people. 

Exercise promoter UK Active also 
says in a report that the West Mid¬ 
lands has the highest percentage of 
adults who are physically inactive. 

Speaking at the Obesity Summit 
held at Wolverhampton Racecourse, 
Bilston councillor Stephen Simkins, 


who has taken on a weight loss chal¬ 
lenge to go from 23st 31b to around 16 
stone, said: “There are two reasons 
why tackling obesity is so important. 

“One is the financial burden it puts 
on taxpayers and the other is that peo¬ 
ple need a better quality of life. People 
need to be aware that there is an op¬ 
tion for them to change their lifestyle 
and the benefits of this are enormous.” 

Nearly 300 representatives took 
part in the obesity summit forum.

Playing field maintenance 
services set to be cut back 


GRASS at public parks, including Bloxwich’s 
King George V playing field, will be cut less 
often and flower displays in Walsall will be 
scrapped to save nearly £500,000. 

Maintenance at sites such as Barr Beacon and 
Brownhills Common will be ‘significantly reduced’ 
apart from some main pedestrian routes. 


And grass verges and 
parks in housing estates will 
be cut up to every 20 days, 
instead of fortnightly during 
the summer months. 

It comes just days after 
it emerged that community 
events and bonfires will be 
scrapped at parks through¬ 
out Walsall under the latest 
council budget cuts. 

Fourteen jobs from the 
90 in the department will 
be lost under the plans. A 
report to the council states: 
“The frequency of cutting 
large grass areas, currently 
mown on a fortnightly basis, 
will be significantly reduced 
except for popular pedes¬ 
trian access routes including 
those used regularly by dog 
walkers etc.” 

Other examples given 
include Reedswood Park, 
Clayhanger Common and 
parts of Pleck Park. All 
seasonal displays of plants 
in town centres will be 
stopped, which mainly in¬ 
cludes hanging backets and 
fixed pots on the pavement.

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Climate change project 
just what doctor ordered 



AN ex-Great Wyrley High 
School pupil is embarking 
on an ambitious expedition 
to the Arctic Circle to carry 
out the first record of climate 
change from caves. 

Gina Moseley, a doctor who lec¬ 
tures at the University of Inns¬ 
bruck, in Austria, is heading the 
Northeast Greenland Caves Pro¬ 
ject. 

Dr Moseley, a 30-year-old former 
Sainsbury’s checkout worker, is plan¬ 
ning to take five people on the trek 
next summer. A further £67,000 is 
needed to enable it go ahead. 

Some 10 per cent of the remaining 
target was reached within 24 hours of 
launching an online platform at www. 
crowdfunder.co.uk on November 3. 
Rewards are on offer for anyone sign¬ 
ing up. The funds will cover the cost 
of transport, logistics, equipment and 
supplies. 

Important 

The party will visit caves in north¬ 
east Greenland and collect samples of 
calcite and sediment deposits. 

The chemical signature of the sam¬ 
ples will be analysed to provide in¬ 
formation about how the climate and 
vegetation has changed over the years. 

Dr Moseley said: “We have a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity here to improve 
our knowledge of long-term climate 
change in the Arctic and in particu¬ 
lar for a period that was warmer than 
today. 

“These results are highly important 
to scientists that work on predicting 
what our environment might look like 
in future warmer years.” 

The team will include polar explorer 
Clibe Johnson and National Geo¬ 
graphic photographer Robbie Shone. 
As well as the sampling work, they 
will be searching the area for undis-

Fond farewell to our dear mom 
Sylvie, proud to be an Aston Wench 


OUR Mom, Sylvie Chinn nee Per¬ 
ry, was always singing. 

Whatever she was doing she’d sing, 
but the times I remember best were 
when she sang on a Sunday along with 
‘Two Way Family Favourites’ on the 
Light Programme. 

Mom would be in the kitchen getting 
the roast ready for dinner and we’d hear 
her beautiful voice joining in with Sarah 
Vaughan, her great favourite, Tony Ben¬ 
nett, Nat King Cole, Billy Eckstine and 
others. 

Songs played a big part in her life. One 
of her earliest memories was of sitting in 
the big shelter in her yard in Whitehouse 
Street, Aston with her mom and dad and 
neighbours, and joining in the sing-songs 
that kept up their spirits as the bombs 
pounded down on working-class Birming¬ 
ham. Born in April 1936, Our Mom was 
only four when the bombing started. Like 
most Brummie children, she had been evac¬ 
uated at the start of the war. As she was

under school age, she was sent to Chelten¬ 
ham with Our Nan, Lil Perry, and other 
mothers and youngsters. Mom had only 
vague recollections of that time, but as with 
so many others she was fetched back home 
during this Phoney War. 

And then in the late summer of 1940, 
the Blitz began. Our Mom remembered 
one particular night of fear when Our Nan 
and Granddad, Arthur Perry, grabbed her 
in her night-clothes, held her in their arms 
and with everyone else in their yard rushed 
down the middle of Whitehouse Street to 
the big underground shelter of Powell and 
Hamner’s. 

When me and Our Kid, Darryl, were 
youngsters and we listened to such stories 
we found it hard to believe that there could 
be any happiness or fun during such terri¬ 
ble times. Yet there was. Our Aunt Win was 
one of Nan’s younger sisters and she was 


very close with Our Mom. Winnie used to 
titter about sending Mom to fetch her sand 
from the bomb pecks so that she could wet 
it and rub it on her legs. Then she’d get a 
black pencil and put a line down the back of 
each of her calves. 

That way when she went dancing she 
looked like she had stockings on. There was 
a problem, though: when she jitterbugged 
the chaps would throw her around, her 
frock would go up and you could see the 
whites of her legs above her knees. 

Space 

Mom spent a lot of time with Our Winnie 
because when Our Nan married, she and 
Granddad got a house in the same street 
as her Mom, Granny Wood. Granny had 
12 children and it was very difficult find¬ 
ing space for them all to sleep in a small, 
two-bedroomed back-to-back which down¬ 
stairs only had one room and a tiny scul¬ 
lery. So with Nan having a spare bedroom 
just across the street at 7 back of 6, she took 
in Winnie who used to sleep in the double 


bed in the attic with Mom. Mom always 
emphasised to us that she was fortunate to 
grow up knowing that she had the love of 
her Mom and Dad, grandparents, aunts, un¬ 
cles and cousins and to live in a street filled 
with love. At the heart of that love the in¬ 
spirational Granny Wood. Mom was always 
proud to be a backstreet Brummie and an 
Aston wench, even though she had moved 
away when she married Dad at eighteen. 
And although her house had been long gone 
and there was an open space where her old 
yard was, Mom always saw it in her mind. 

She was proud to come out of Whitehouse 
Street. Mom’s wish was for us to take her 
back to Aston when she died. And we did. 
We took her down her street and past her 
old yard. We remembered her life at Aston 
Parish Church and the cortege stopped at 
the Holte End of her beloved Aston Villa 
on its way to Perry Barr Crematorium. I 
know this: I am proud to be the son of Syl¬ 
vie Chinn, nee Perry and one of the Woods 
out of Whitehouse Street. I am proud to be 
the son of a proud Aston wench.

Service bus 
on road to 
nowhere 
with plans 


A BUS that provides a one stop shop for 
residents in Walsall and surrounding towns 
to find out about council services may be 
scrapped, it has emerged. 

The First Stop Shop Express stops off in high foot¬ 
fall spots such as supermarkets and town centres on 
a regular basis giving residents and shoppers the op¬ 
portunity to hop on board and speak to staff. 


But bosses at Walsall 
Council want to scrap the 
service from next year in a 
bid to save just over £22,000. 

Two members of staff are 
required to work on the bus 
every time it is used. One 
job will be lost if the plug is 
pulled on the service. 

In the proposals to axe the 
bus service, it states: “The 
bus currently visits limited 
locations, Willenhall and 
Darlaston on a regular basis 
giving residents and shop¬ 
pers the opportunity to hop 
on board and enquire about 
council services. 

“The bus has computers 
which enable customers to 
apply for bus passes, report 
fly tipping, report anti-social 
behaviour or access infor¬ 
mation about other council 
services. 

“On average the bus is ac¬ 
cessed by 14 customers per 
working day.”

In its defence of scrap¬ 
ping the bus, the report 
adds: “Many services can¬ 
not be dealt with directly by 
the staff on the bus, benefit 
enquiries for example are 
redirected via a telephone 
number to staff at the civic 
centre.” 

Technology featured on 
the vehicle includes com¬ 
puters that allow people to 
apply for bus passes, report 
cases of fly tipping and inci¬ 
dents of anti-social behav¬ 
iour. People are also able to 
apply for disabled parking 
badges and pay their coun¬ 
cil tax bills. 

Instead of using the bus, 
users will instead have to go 
to libraries or the First Stop 
Shop at the Civic Centre in 
Walsall.

I knew that wasn’t right 
so I got my phone out to call the fire 
brigade. But before I knew it three or 
four fire engines turned up. I knew 
there was something wrong as a police 
lady was there all day. It is a shock. 
We have never had anything like it, it 
is nice and quiet here.” 

Kathleen Berry, 67, said: “We saw 
the fire engines. There were three of 
them, ambulance and police.“One of 


the police officers came around to see 
if we had seen anything. I have never 
seen the lady. It is very sad.” 

Another neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, said: “She was a 
nice woman, her son used to come and 
see to her. I am not sure what hap¬ 
pened, it is a shock for everyone.” 

Watch commander Colin Ward, of 
Bloxwich fire station, said: “It looks 
like she fell asleep with either a cig¬ 
arette or match, it dropped onto her 
lap. When we got into the property she 
was deceased. Her son went round to 
see her this morning and there was all 
smoke in the property. It was mainly 
confined to the living room.” 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Sarah Buxton said: “A 79 year-old 
woman was found at the scene. It is 
not being treated as suspicious.”

Month's bill 
for Manor 
staff illness 

tops £360k 


STAFF going off sick at Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal has cost more than £360,000 in the space 
of just one month, figures have revealed. 

And the biggest reason workers were off was due 
to stress and anxiety-related illness. There were 
4.56 per cent of workers off because they were ill 
at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust during September. 


The cost relates to sal¬ 
ary and benefits. However, 
health chiefs have said sick¬ 
ness absence has remained 
consistent compared to the 
previous month. 

A report to the trust 
board which runs the hos¬ 
pital said: “Sickness for 
the past 12 months stands 
at 4.60 per cent, which is a 
0.44 per cent increase when 
compared to the absence 
levels reported during the 
previous 12 months period. 

“Monthly short-term 
sickness during September 
totalled an estimated cost 
of £159,000 and long-term 
sickness totalled an esti¬ 
mated cost of £201,000. 

“Long-term sickness 
continues to be actively 
managed throughout the 
organisation. There were 
134 long-term episodes of 
sickness during September. 

“The largest cause of

sickness during September 
was stress/anxiety related 
illness.” 

Ian Baines, director of 
finance and performance 
at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust said: “As an employer 
we recognise the importance 
of supporting staff to remain 
healthy to give the best care 
to patients and ensure that 
they are well and fit in the 
workplace. 

“There are a number of 
resources in place to pre¬ 
vent sickness absence and 
also to support staff dur¬ 
ing absence. The trust has 
implemented a health and 
wellbeing strategy which 
focuses on proactive early 
interventions, support net¬ 
works and different ways for 
staff to take responsibility 
for their own health.”

still Only Human

CHERYL has changed her 
surname so many times 
that it has apparently been 
dropped now that she has re¬ 
leased her fourth album, Only 
Human (Polydor). 

Never the strongest singer in Girls 
Aloud, her solo material has seldom 
lived up to her celebrity but she is get¬ 
ting things mostly right on Only Hu¬ 
man, despite courting controversy with 
her liberal use of the f-word. We know 
she can do up-tempo dance-pop, I 
Don’t (xxxxing) Care, the quirky Crazy 
Stupid Love (with guest Tinie Tempah) 
and frantic Firecracker (on the deluxe 
album) prove that. But this time she 
actually achieves a decent ballad the, 
admitedly vocodered, title track. 

Blending Philadelphia smooth disco 
with Bacharach-like pop sophistica¬ 
tion, Rumer returns with an album of 
new material that lives up to the prom¬ 
ise of her million-selling debut Sea¬ 
sons of the Soul. Into Colour (Atlantic 
Records), featuring the 70s sounding 
Dangerous, is a mellow album and 
well-crafted to appeal to fans of The 
Carpenters and Carly Simon. 

Jessie J has finally broken big in 
America with Bang Bang, helped by 
guest Nicki Minaj. It is a stand-out track 
on her third album Sweet Talker (Lava) 
on which stateside R&B dominates her 
Essex girl pop. Other highlights include 
retro 80s club groove Seal Me With A

Family matters to James 
as the search continues 


J ames Nesbitt is hands down 
one of the best actors on 
television and has been for a 
while now. 

Everything he puts his name to 
oozes quality and he has a range 
that takes some beating. 

At a time when the idea of another 
legal, medical or police procedural 
drama makes us yawn, it can’t be 
easy picking a credible role, but 
simply by being in The Missing, 
Nesbitt has made it fantastic 
television. 

Of course, this particular drama is 
helped along no end by the fact that 
Nesbitt is joined by such a top- 
drawer cast, but Frances O’Connor, 
who plays Emily Hughes in the 
hard-hitting drama, couldn’t speak 
more highly of her co-star. 

She explains: “I love acting with 
Jimmy because he just brings it! 
Every time you do a scene, he steps 
up and really gives it a hundred per 
cent for you. I love all the choices he 
makes, he’s great. We’ve had to do 
some really tricky scenes but he’s 
been very supportive.” 

O’Connor isn’t exaggerating when 


she talks of those tricky scenes. 

With such a sensitive subject matter 
- a little boy going missing while on 
holiday in France - it’s little wonder 
the nation has taken this eight-part 
drama into their hearts, and 
O’Connor didn’t need much time to 
think about signing up to the part. 

“I just loved these scripts - I 
thought they were brilliant,” she 
explains. “I was sent two and 
wanted to read more because 
they’re just such great page-turners. 
The other great thing about the 
scripts is that the dialogue is so real 
and psychologically so true. So 
when you’re acting, you feel it’s 
really rock solid in terms of 
character and it’s very easy to 
believe in the story.” 

She continues: “Because I’m a 
mother, I instantly related to the 
story. I did a bit of research about 
what it’s like for people whose 
children have gone missing but 
really I just had to use my 
imagination. It’s every parent’s worst 
nightmare so I found it pretty easy to 
access the emotions for it.” 

The actress seems to be drawn to 
complex, thought-provoking dramas 


- when we last saw her in Mr 
Selfridge, her character Rose had 
announced she was dying - but she 
insists that the tricky subject areas 
are all brilliantly dealt with here 
thanks to the writing. 

She says of The Missing: “The 
storytelling is really clever and really 
sharp which you can feel when 
you’re playing it. There are multiple 
strands to the story which are very 
cleverly interwoven.” 

We reach the halfway mark 
tonight, and Oliver’s disappearance 
continues to take its toll on James 
and Frances’ characters. As we pay 
a visit to 2006, the case is thrown 
into disarray by a murder, and Tony 
(Nesbitt) is left horrified when 
someone who he thought was his 
friend is revealed not to be the 
person they claimed to be. 

In the present day, Julien (Tcheky 
Karyo) is on a mission to 
reinvestigate the links between the 
dead witness and Oliver’s 
disappearance, while raking over 
the past starts to take its toll on 
Emily (O’Connor) and her 
relationship with Mark (Jason 
Flemyng).

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Hot hatch is 
a crazy riot 
but look out 
for fireworks 
being lit up

Take one Fiat 500, add a crazy turbocharged 
engine, spicy bodykit and wait for the fire¬ 
works Fiat’s evergreen 500 has been turned 
into a fire-breathing hot hatch before by leg¬ 
endary firm Abarth, but the latest version is 
now a permanent addition to the range. Avail¬ 
able in semi-sensible Turismo or the 100 per 
cent barmy Competitzione guise tested here, 
the Abarth 500 is not for the faint of heart. 

There’s a turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol unit up front 
that offers a healthy 158bhp but more significant¬ 
ly 170lb.ft of torque. The exterior wears a seriously 
tough bodykit and gorgeous alloy wheel options, 
while there’s stiffer suspension and uprated brakes 
too. There’s some interesting touches inside too, 
such as the attractive metal-topped gearlever. 

It’s hard not to love the Abarth 500’s looks, even though 
from some angles it is almost comically pumped up. 

From a rational point of view, it has the proportions of a 
roller-skate, with a short wheelbase, big wheels and a min¬ 
imal ride height, but it just makes you want to get in and 
drive it. 

Any notion that the standard 500 is a car ‘just for girls’ is 
dismissed in a flash when it’s turned into an Abarth. Those 
in the know recognise the badge and those that don’t are 
intrigued. 

Don’t forget that the Abarth is still a city car, however 
much its transformation has rendered it better suited to the 
open road. 


Suited 

So up front there is a respectable amount of space for 
adults but the driving position is better suited to those under 
six feet in height. In the rear it’s kids or adults who are will¬ 
ing, rather than pure luxury. 

This particular 595 had the optional leather bucket seats, 
which are terrifically supportive and look superb. In fact it’s 
very easy to be carried away with the options list, especially 
when the end result is so much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it deserves and you’ll rev¬ 
el in the gloriously torquey engine, the hilariously raucous 
exhaust note and the way in which it dives into bends with 
limitless enthusiasm. 

It’s a car that works best when you chuck it about rather 
than use a delicate hand. Do so and it’s a complete riot, as 
well as remarkably quick. 

Turn down the wick and it’s a little more like hard work. 
The great handling comes from the stiff suspension which 
means bumps are 

There’s actually quite a bit of competition at this price lev¬ 
el, and on the one hand the 595 Competitzione is far from 
cheap. 

However, it does come with a lot of kit too; items like 
Xenonheadlights and the glorious exhaust system are all 
standard. 

Go mad with the options list and you can break the £20k 
mark. 

Who would buy one? If you can live with the ride quality 
then the urbangirl about town, who wants a 500 more stylish 
than anyone else, would be very happy with the Abarth 595 
- although they might prefer the Turismomodel. The other 
ideal buyer for the 595 is anyone who wants a small week¬ 
end toy to blast away the cobwebs that can also be used in 
normal circumstances, at least some of the time.
